The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: the closest 
prior art, Yang US # 6,246,017) shows a scale as claimed with, inter alia, a calibration 
means consisting of a lower first pressing element (7) and an upper second pressing 
element (41), but the first pressing element is not "slidably secured" in the housing since 
it is screwed into the housing; in addition, the first pressing element and the adjusting 
unit are one and the same element and therefore cannot be rotated relative to each 
other. The reference to Strohmeier (US # 6,649,850) has no pressing elements perse 
since it seems to calibrate the spring by stretching it instead of compressing it; also, the 
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adjusting unit (13) is located at the top of the housing, not near the bottom where the 
carrying unit (20) is.
